Ayers B Hurst was blown to pieces^ 
along with bis team, wagon and a 
magazine. He was shooting fc,- the 
Kansas Torpedo Co., and had 
been 


engaged bj the Kline Oil Co., to shoot 
their No. 4 well. 
On going to the 


well they changed their mind with re- 
gard to the shot and wanted 50 quarts 
instead of 30. Hurst, not having a 
cartridge large enough, said he would 
SQ to thw magazine and get one. He 
started for the magazine aud J left 
the well to come to town. I was not 
over a distance of two blocks from 
him when the magazine blew up, but 
as luek had it, I was not hurt. ! went 
right over to the plsce where the ma- 
gazine hnd stood but could find noth- 
ing- of Hurst, horses, magazine or 
wagon. All that was Jeft was a hole 
about 15 feet deep.
